The Fourth DUtrlft. 

An article in the Louisville Journal, of the 
23d rait, in reference to the returns from the 
Fourth Congressional District, indicates in tol 
erably plain terms that that sheet desires thai 
the State Board of Kxamincrs should give 
AndersoD the certificate of election in defiance 
of the returns made to the Secretary's office 
and the expressed will of the voters of the dis- 
trict. The article shows clearly that the 
Journal is ready to sanction and defend the 
action of the Board should the certificate be 
given to Anderson, while the returns are 
against him. The Journals argument, found- 
ed upon precedents, is as flimsy as its facls 
are false. The ca.se of Wheat is analogous to 
the one under discussion. In that case the 
Board of Fxaminers at Frankfort did receive 
and act upon amended returns from the Coun- 
tv Examiners. In Nelson the County Fxamin- 
ers reassembled and corrected mistakes in the 
summing up the vote between Wheat and 
Bullitt, and amended their returns, which, 
with amended returns from Hart, altered the 
result, and the State Board upon these cor- 
rections and amendments granted the certif- 
icate to Wheat, although the first returns from 
all the counties of the district gave Bullitt a 
decided majority. Precedent is therefore clear- 
ly on the side of Chrisman.

Following a precedent set by themselves, 
and acting in accordance with law and hon- 
esty, if no other corrections arc officially re- 
ported between this and Monday next, the 
State Board cannot refuse to grant Mr. Chris- 
man the certificate, and no honest man of the 
Opposition would like to have them refuse to 
do so.

"But when he was forced into the candidacy, he 
went to work in earnest; being eloquent and hav- 
ing been partially educated in the best of all po- 
litical schools, a newspaper, he sallied forth a 
David against Goliath; following his opponent | 
from place to place, kept him on the defensive 1 
continually, and exposed his political and official 
tergiversations in such a damaging manner, that 1 
Jewett was whipped before the polls were opened. I 
We are quite confident, from what we know of I 
John Young Brown, that he will not present his | 
credentials at the bar of the House of Represen- 
tatives while there is a constitutional bar to his 
taking seat. There is no constitutional objection 
to a constituency electing any inhabitant of their 
state as a Repre-enlative. irrespective of his age, 
but he can not assume his official position until 
he hat attained to the age of twenty five years ; 
and should the first session of the incoming Con- 
gress be a protracted one, Mr. Brown may be 
able to offer his credentials next summer." 

We desire to call especial attention to the last 
paragraph of this extract from the Journal. It 
confirms the position we have always maintained, 
that the election of John Young Brown was per- 
fectly valid ani constitutional. We expect after 
this to hear no more yelping from the lesser Cer- 
beruses of Opposition about the Democracy of 
the Fifth District violating the Constitution.

[From the London Time-. August 4.] 
The London Times in Defense of the Ital 
lWM, 

There is a cessation in Italy of that vigorous 
enthusiasm which kep' up continual plaudits so ] 
lonn as the French kept up their succession ol 
victories, and ihe Constilutionuel immediate); 
cries, "It would he too painlul to believe that I 
Italy is ungrateful." The French ear had be- 
come accustomed to sounds ol thankfulness and 
sounds of joy, to transports of delight, and to the 
extravagant intoxication of recovered freedom. 
Peace has been made, and a "horrid sound of si- 
lence" comes over the scene. The French Press 
com plains that immediately the conflict ceased 
the Italian gratitude seemed spent. The peace 
of Villalranca has stopped their cries of jov, has 
frozen up all their flowing sympathies, has crush- 
ed their hopes, and dissipated their illusions, i 
*'ltalv delivered," say the disappointed benefac- 
tors, "differs littl ■ in mood from Italy oppress- 
ed." Yet i\I. De Casaa»nac is ready to prove that 
all has been done tor Italy which an Emperor of 
the French ought to have risked and labored at 
for that country. Po much the worse for her if 
she does not know that she is substantially, and 
to every useful purpose, free. So much the wo^e 
for her if she withdraws her gratitude because 
V .nice has not Indulged her to the full fruition 
of all her hopes, and has paused before the sacri- 
fices which the complete enfranchisement of [talj 
would have demanded. To have obtained Venice 
and the Quadrangle would have cost long sieges 
and new battles, an immediate war upon the 
Rhine, conflicts in Central Italy, insurrec tion in 
Hungarv, ami a change in policy which would in- 
volve the abandonment of the cause of order and 
the advocacy of that of revolution throughout 
Burope. There Has no duty which impelled 
France to such sacrifices for such a result. Her 
gift of freedom, such as it is, is a free gift. Victor j 
Kmm.i'iuel has not the prerogative id' imposing 
as he may li-st new labors on the Hercules of 
F'rai.ce. 

There would be much reason in these remon- 
strances if we could admit the assumptions on 
which they are based. But we do not think 
those Italians for whom anything has been done 
are ungratelul for what the French have effected 
for them. The French army cannot expect the 
Venetians to be grateful to them for having seal- 
ed their fete irrevocably by cutting them off from 
the rest of Italy, and closing the iron hand of Aus- 
tria upon them. France has up to this time earn- , 
ed no gratitude from Tuscans or Modenese. But 
Lombardy, which has obtained what it desired, is 
exulting and thankful. Milan, with the excep- 
tion of a few wary lovers of their money bigs, 
who are calculating the future cost of lreedom, 
is gay and demonstrative; and Sardinia is ready 
to do almost anything to show her gratitude — 
even, perhaps, to that strong proof which the 
diplomatic agent of the Kmperor ol the French is , 
now demanding We «ee no proofs, or even 
symptoms, of lialian ingratitude. Garibaldi, who ■ 
seems to be the Washington of this great Strug- | 
gle for freedom, is not wanting in almost pas- 
sionate acknowledgment of the services winch 
the Emperor lias rendered to his country. While 
he refuses to submit the cause of Italy to the ar- 
bitrament of diplomatists, and while he remains 
in arms to obtain for Central Italy what has been 
achieved for Lombardy, he exhorts his country- 
rr.en never "to forget the gratitude they owe to 
Napoleon and to the heroic French nation, whose 
valiant sons still lie, for the cause of Italy, 
wounded and mutilated on the bed of suffering." 
These are not the words of coldness or ingrati 
tude, nor is it acknowledgment grudgingly given. 
The fact is, not that Italy is ungrateful for the 
past, but that she is uncertain as to the future. 
Accustomed to read her destinies in the commands 
of foreigners, she waits, hushed in suspense, to 
hear what gloss the Treaty of Zurich will publish 
upon the text of the Convention of Villafranca. 
She is not ungrateful for the gift bestowed upon 
her, but she is full of fear lest that which she has 
just, acquired should be taken from her by force. 

The result of the French interference has been 
much greater than the French themselves reckon 
when they count up their claims of gratitude Irom 
Italy. Montebello, and Mageutii, and Solferino 
have not only purged Lombardy of the Austrian 
rule, but they have freed all the rest of Italy from 
the immediate pressure of the Austrian power. In 
the present attitude of the recently belligerent pov a 
ers it would be obviously impossible IO' Austria 
alone to march an army into Italy to put down any 
insurrection, or to put up any expelled friend of 
Austria. The conditions which the Austrian and 
the Priest party throughout Italy and throughout 
Europe have always declared tube the cond.tions 
of anarchy have come to lie the actual conditions 
of Italy. The will of the Italian people has been 
now for a considerable period the onlv source of 
action. They have feaiedno forei g n force; they 
have been Stronger than any domestic oppression. 
Everywhere throughout the Peninsula the instru- 
ments of tyranny have broken in the hands of the 
tyrants. The Pope's mercenaries were permitted 
e'en to sack cities and to butcher the innocent in- 
bftbitatltl, and ' hey were not destroyed; but they 
will be restrained from repeating the offense. 
The Swiss troops of the King of Naples were 
lit lightered, not by the people, but by the Prince 
win lured them. The Grand Dukes of the Italian 
DlOhies went forth in peace with all who chose to 
to low them. There is no force, except the 
French, throughout the Italian Peninsula, which 
could control or interrupt u great popular insur- 
rection. If the Italians were what Italians have 
be?n thought to f>e all the cities of that fair coun 
tn ought at this moment to be echoing revolu 
tirnary cries and flowing with blood The Papal 
authorities, the Austrian partisans, and all the 
priests ought, if what we have been so sedulously 
toU were true, to be at this moment under the 
settences of revolutionary tribunals. There was 
mush to remember. Bitter oppression had left a 
rarJtHng wound in man* a heart, and it would not 
hare fairly caused surprise if some excesses had 
marked this new period of exemption from the 
(basal or presence of an armed force. The fair 
ground of surprise, however, is in that which has 
really hapened. MaxslOi** name has never been 
herd throughout the whole of this contest. 

IVhen the hope of a reasonable freedom dawn- 
ed, ail the grotesque goblinsof the darkness seem 
to kave lilted away. We have heard nothing of 
the Red Republicans, wi h their secret conclaves 
and their secret stabs. No Republic, "one and 
indivisible/ 1 has started into a spasmodic exist- 
ence. Every proceeding h:is been as reasonable, 
M o-derlv. and as little influenced by extrava- 
gance and enthusiasm, as if it had been directed 
by nn English church-warden, and modelled upon 
the proceedings of an English parish vestry. Pri- 
vate property and personal security were never 
better guarded thin thev are at the present mo- 
ment, when all central Italy is relieved from the 
presence of those foreign armies which have been 
soloig maintained there under the pretext of 
preserving "order," preventing "anarchv," and 
repressing the mischievous instincts of the peo- 
ple. The people have been disappointed by the 
terms of the peace, atid they are now alarmed le-t 
they lhall have to light a hO| eless fight against in- 
vaders whom they had hoped to be able to welcome 
as deliverers. But they have not committed a sin- 
gle art of violence. So far as they have vet gone, 
they have shown a marvellous aptitude for man- 
agiug their own affairs, and a wonderful power of 
abstaining from those crimes of revenge to which 
the Italian race has alwavs been supposed partic- 
ularly prone. Their conduct has been exemplary 
even beyond the power of calumry to question 
it, for doubt not that if there had been one ques 
tionahle act, one instance of severity capable of 
a double version, we should have heard of it. 
The old Priest party and the Anstmeaati would, 
if they could have found any credible materials, 
have filled all FJurope with their outcries. 

These facts should weigh with Napoleon III 
ffe has worked hard to earn Italian gratitude; he 
now has the opportunity of reviving Italian confi- 
dence at the cheap rate of doing nothing. Vene- 
tia is gone. Austria has in the fortresses retained 
her power of future re-conquest. These things 
cannot be helped. Italy mils', be content to 
work out her nationality with this thorn in her 
flesh. All that Europe now asks for her is that 
France and Austria shall let her alone. She is 
behaving admirably. The cause of "order" 
loses nothing in the hands of her popular Assem- 
blies. Louis Napoleon's old "principle" — the 
sovereignty of the people — is working far better 
than in its ordinary development among non- 
Anglo-Saxon races. If he would do a wise and 
magnanimous thing he will instruct M. de Bour- 



f.u ney to accept this status quo — to leave the 
kalians to themselves, so far as that article in 
the treaty of Villafranca, which gives Venetia to 
Austria, will permit. If he desire their gratitude, 
thev will be more grateful to him lor letting 
them work out their own liberation than even for 
liberating them. All nationalities are jealous of 
interference; all nationalities hate the foreigner 
when he appears among them in power; and they 
hate him almost as much when he helps as when 
he oppresses.

An express has just arrived, and gives a sad 
account of the soldiers; many are barefooted 
and unable to scout after those savages. 

The citizens of Los Angeles are deeply inter- 
ested in the success and good management of 
Mai. Aruiistead, who is commander at Fort 
Mojave. W. R. H 

The extra of the Los Angeles Star referred to 
bv our correspondent is as follows: 

' An express arrived last night from Major Arn i- 
stead, at Beale's crossing of the Colomdo, to 
Capt. Hancock, Q M. U S. A., at present resid- 
ing here, conveying intelligence that the Mojave 
Indians in the vicinity of his camp had become 
troublesome 

It appears that Maj. Armistead had orders from 
Gen. Clarke to demand the hostages who had 
lately escaped from F'ort Yuma; that he had had 
a talk with the Indians on the. subject and was 
determined to arrest the runaways, or chastise 
the whole tribe. 

In the meantime, an agent of the mail com- 
pany (Stockton and Kansas City) was collecting 
his animals, and had them neai the military post; 
the Indians, fearing the execution of the punish 
men! justly their due, rnn off these animals, 10 
in number, and made their escape. 

Major Armistead, when the express left, was 
preparing to cross the river with his command, 
and march down on the California side, to attack 
the villages, and, if no Indians were found, then 
burn the huts and destroy the crops. He is de 
termined to inflict such chastisement nn them as 
shall keep the remnant of them quiet for all 
time. 

From Oregon — Portland (Oregon) dates are 
to the 33d July. The Oregonian gives returns 
from all the counties in Oregon, which foot up 
for Logan 5,2111, Sti ut 5,800; -stout's majority !). 

The Daily Advertiser has late and interesting 
news from Walla Walla. News had reached 
Walla Walla that a la-ge body of Frazier river 
miners had arrived at Colvllle, and were scatter- 
ing off into the moui tains north, in the pursuit 
of gold. New gold discoveries had been made 
up in the gulches of the mountains, and miners 
were averaging from one-half to one ounce per 
day to the man. Great encouragement is felt 
there respecting these mines. 

Recent developments show conclusively the ex- 
istence of gold in paying quantities near the Bit- 
ter Root Valley.

Ho Hope tor the Opposition. 

Since the recnet elections, the Opposition have 
been speculating in regard to the election of a 
President by the House ol Representatives, in the 
event of a failure on the part of the people. 

Assume misapprehension exists on this subject, 
we present the clauses of the Constitution regu- 
lating such elections, and the strength of each 
party, as shown by the elections that have taken 
place. Art 12 ol the Constitution, in regard to 
choosing the President by the House ol Repre- 
sentatives, provides: "But, in choosing a Presi- 
dent, the votes shall be taken by States, the repre- 
sentation for each State having one vote; a quo- 
rum lor this purpose shall consist of a member or 
members from two thirds of the Slates, and a 
majority of all the. Stotes shall be necessary to 
a choice." 

There are 33 States; necessary to a choice, IT. 
Electro 01 have been held in 2r* States, with the 
following result : 

Democrats — Alabama, Arkansas, California, 
Delaware, Florida, Illinois, Missouri, South Car- 
olina, Virginia, Texas, Oregon — 11. 

Republicans — Connecticut, Iowa, Indiana, 
Maine, Maasaehoaetsj, New Hampshire, New„ Jer- 
sey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Ohio, Vermont, Wisconsin — 13. 

t Ippositioo — Tennessee — 1. 

Tied — Michigan, North Carolina, Kentucky — 

3. 

Of the five States yet to elect, in the last elec- 
tion, the Democrats carried Minnesota, Missis- 
sippi, Georgia, and Louisiana, four — ,ind Maryland 
was tied. 

If the delegation from these Sta'es stand in the 
next as in the last Congress, the Democrats will 
have fifteen, Republicans thirteen. Opposition 
one, and four States tied. So that by no union j 
or combination between the Republicans and Op- t 
position can they elect a President by the House 
of Reprts ntatives, unless they carry three out of 
the five States yet to elect. 

The same article of the Constitution further 
provides: "And if the House of Representatives 
shall not choose a President, whenever the right 
of choice shall devolve upon them, before the 
fourth day of March next following, then Ihe 
l* ce President shall act as President , as in the 
case of the death or other constitutional disabili- 
ty of the. President ." In the event of the fail- 
ure of the people to choose the Vice President, 
the Senate chooses, and "a majority of the whole 
number of Senators shall be necessary to a ' 
choice." 

The next Senate will cot sist of sixty six mem- | 
hers; necessary to a choice, 34. The Detnociate j 
have 38, Republicans 2 1, Americans 2; Texas and 
Oregon one each to elect. So that, unless the 
Republicans and Opposition carry three of the 
States of Minnesota, Mississippi, Georgia, Lou- , 
bttaha, and Maryland, they will be powerless in 
the House of Representatives in choosing a Pres- 
ident. The Democrats not having sufficient 
Strength to choose their candidate, in such a con- 
tingency, the Vice President — to be elected by a i 
Democratic Senate — will be the President.

your magnanimous fclmperor proposed to himself 
has not been attained, the generous blood of 
France, which has mingled with the blood of. 
Italy, will not have been shed in vain. Sooner! 
or later, the natural alliance of the Latin nations, 
which has been recognized by the Emperor, and 
cemented by that noble blood, will certainly bring 
about the complete independence of Italy.

A 'Ii < lung 

The community will bestartled.no doubt, at 
the announcement that the Rev. John A. 
McClnDg is no more, but the sad intelligence is 
too true. Information was received here last 
week, which led his friends to fear that he had 
been drowned in the Niagara river, a few miles

A note was received from him after his arrival at 
Cleveland, but no further information was heard 
until a few days alter a letter came to this city 
from a hotel keeper at Tonawanda, N . Y , stating 
that a man bearing his name had stopped there, 
and had the same night suddenly disappeared leav- 
ing his baggage at the hotel. 

His clothes were a few days after fonnd on the 
banks of the river at a bathing place a short dis- 
tance below the village of Tonawanda, and it at 
once became apparent to his friends that he had 
been accidentally drowned whilst taking a bath in 
the river as was known to be his daily habit. 
Search was immediately instituted for the body, 
and, as we have before stated, was recovered on 
Saturday last.
